Responsible Leaders? 


What is the purpose of the Student Council? What 
responsibilities does it have to the students who elect it? 
During the past few weeks a controversy over the 
eligibility of song and yell leaders was before the council. 
The by-laws of the ASB constitution clearly state that the 
song and yell leaders must maintain a 2.0 grade average. 
Two song leaders and two yell leaders did not have a 2.0. 
Rather than take a stand on the issue and declare 
the four people ineligible, the executive board of the 
council decided ‘to “pass the buck’’ to the student-faculty 
Review Board. These members stated that the definition 
of “maintain” was not clear! 
. When the SFRB declared that “maintain” meant as 
it was stated in the by-laws, some council members de- 
cided that if the four ineligibles were able to have their 
midterm grades changed, they might still be eligible. At 
last week’s council meeting on Tuesday, the council voted 
to allow the song and yell leaders until Wednesday of this 
week to convince instructors to change midterm grades. 
Some members of the student council do have a sense 
of responsibility. They know they must work with the ad- 
ministration and not against it. This does not mean they 
must give in to the. administration, but it does mean they 


must show the administration that they are mature and | 


intelligent enough to work out a sensible solution to the 
problems. 

¢ It is only a strong inovity: that continues to give the 
student council a bad name. Perhaps some day the student 
body will elect enough people who have the courage to put 
principles above glory, and responsibility above personal 
gain. When that happens good Student Government will 
return to SAC.

Junior College Districts 
Need Future Expansion 


Long range projections of jun- 
iof college enrollment in Orange 
County likely will result in expan- 
sion of existing junior college dis- 
tricts to include all the high 
schools, it appeared today from 
preliminary reports of a profes- 
sional research team at work the 
past year. 


Blueprint For Expansion 

The final report is due in 
January and is expected to serve 
as a blueprint for expansion of 
the Santa Ana, Fullerton and 
Orange Coast districts, depending 
on the actions of the various 
trustee groups affected. 

First reports indicate that the 
present total of 6000 full-time 
students in the three colleges will 
jump to 36,000 by 1980. The en- 
rollment in .the Tustin-Orange- 


Santa Ana area is expected to- 


double in five years and reach an 
estimated 8400 by 1980. Because 
of this rapid growth, the research 
team is expected to recommend 
that these three high school dis- 
tricts .consolidate into one large 
central Orange County junior 
college district. At present, Santa 
Ana comprises the entire district, 
with students from adjacent “‘free 
areas” being eligible to attend 
through a financing arrangement 


with their high sehool district. 


100 Acre Minimum 
The commission pointed out 
that a minimum of 100 acres will 
be required for a campus to serve 
a junior college of the potential 
size indicated. The SAC campus 


-has 48 acres. 


The proposed formation of a 
Tustin-Orange-Santa Ana district 
would parallel the projected ex- 
pansion of the Fullerton junior 
college district to include all the
